Shining in the Darkness 


When the world is darkest the light 
of the Gospel is most needed. It is 
shed abroad only through the written 
Word of God and through Christians, 
who are living epistles. Our Lord Jesus 
said, “I am the light of the world,” and 
in His infinite grace and mercy, and 
because of what He was ‘about to do 
for His own, he said of His disciples, 
“Ye are the light of the world.” In 
most of us at one time or another that 


‘light has flickered low, but the cause of 


the dimness lies in the heart and not 
in the outward darkness or storm. From 
the windows of the Times offices a large 
illuminated sign is visible. It hangs on 
the facade of a small, three story brick 
building where signs of .all kinds are 
made, and it bears the word, “Signs.” 
Someone in that little shop must be very 
alert, for whenever the clouds gather 
and a storm threatens, the electricity 
is turned on and the green letters shine 
brightly, sending their message far up 
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and down the darkened street. The 
darker the day the brighter the sign 
appears, and it stands out most clearly 
as darkness falls in the late winter aft- 
ernoons. It is a good picture of what 
all of us who belong to Christ ought to 
be: holding perhaps a humble place, but 
shining “in season and out of season,” 
proclaiming one message clearly and 
boldly, and giving more light as the day 
grows shorter and darker. And there is 
another lesson in that commonplace ob- 
ject, for the sign glows not through its 
own power, but only as it is connected 
with the source of power and the wires 
are kept free of obstructions and short 
circuits. Those who are born again are 
joined to the Light of the world. Of 
them Paul writes, “It is God which 
worketh in you both to will and to do 
of his good pleasure”; and they are to 
“be blameless and harmless, the sons of 
God, without rebuke, in the midst of a 
crooked and perverse nation, among 
whom ye shine as lights in the world” 
(Phil. 2:13-15).

A Danish Good Samaritan 


IN years ago there passed away 


in the Near East a woman of great” 


ability, great devotion, great en- 
ergy, whose memory is enshrined in the 
life of the Armenian nation in an al- 
most unique place. “He that is an hire- 
ling . .. seeth the wolf coming, and 
leaveth the sheep, and fleeth.” Karen 
Jeppe stood her ground and faced the 
wolves for three decades. When she was 
on her deathbed, groups of Armenians 
stood outside the hospital in the burning 
July sun, looking up at the window near 
which lay their beloved benefactor, and 
waiting for news of her condition. At 
her funeral, the greatest ever held in 
Aleppo, a sobbing multitude followed 
the coffin to the church of St. Gregory

the Light-bearer, in the churchyard. of 
which she now lies, 

She was the daughier of a Jutland 
schoolmaster, in far-away Denmark, a 
girl of precocious gifts and marked for 
a career in mathematics. Then she 
heard Dr. Lepsius of the Friends of 
Armenia Society speak in Copenhagen, 
became interested, and finally, in 1903, 
volunteered to go out to the Levant to 
help bind the wounds of this bleeding 
people. Parents objected; also the local 
pastor. 

“Shall I be as the Samaritan, when 
the priest and Levite passed by?” 

“Yes,” answered Pastor Moller, “but 
the wounded man lay in the path of the 
Samaritan. One need not go out of 
one’s way to hunt him out.” 

When he preached the next Sunday, 
however, he added: “Unless the in- 
jured man cries so loudly that one can- 
not help hearing him. In which case 
one should, of course, go to his help.” 

Karen understood. Her old pastor, had 
come over to her side, 

It was shortly after Abdul Hamid’s 
massacres in which 300,000 Armenians 
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perished. In Urfa, where Karen settled, 
the slaughter had lasted three days, and 
closed with the burning of the cathedral, 
packed with Armenian Christians. They 
told of young children cut in pieces with 
scissors! Urfa, after the horror, was a 
great poorhouse. Widows, who had seen 
their husbands tortured to death, were 
now compelled to support their families. 
There were mothers who had literally 
wept themselves blind. Small children 
slept in stables and died in ditches. 

Mile. Jeppe introduced into the 
schools, which were established by Chris- 
tian charity, the best Danish pedagogic 
methods. Children learned to read and 
write in an astonishingly short time. She 
started their elders weaving cotton, in- 
troduced classes in shoemaking, tanning, 
and tailoring, which became the bases 
for industries in these lines. A splendid 
relief work was well under way. 

Then came the war and the second 
massacres, at the hands of the Young 
Turks whose watchword was “Liberty, 
Equality, and Fraternity.” Deportations 
of Armenian notables, priests, teachers, 
journalists, followed. Constantinople 
was emptied of Armenian leaders who 
were carried to Asia Minor and vanished. 
Then came mass expulsions of Arme- 
nians from every town and village, with 
only a few days’ warning, or indeed but 
a few hours. They were collected in 
bands of hundreds and even thousands 
and driven to Mosul, Deir el Sor, Aleppo. 
They were cut down en route by Kurd- 
ish butchers; they died of hunger and of 
thirst. Women threw themselves into 
rivers to escape violation. A million 
or more perished. They perished be- 
cause they were Christians. A single 
word of apostasy would have saved 
them. . 

. * * + 


When the first bands of deported 
passed through Urfa with bleeding feet 
and half starved, Mile. Jeppe went to 
the officers in charge and demanded 
permission to feed them. She sent bread 
in great baskets and set her shoemakers 
to repairing their shoes. She herself 
bathed and bound up the sore feet. 

The next procession of woe was larger, 
at least a thousand, and the people more 
exhausted. Women had borne children 
en route and cast them into the rivers. 
The old could scarce drag themselves 
farther. The rest were driven on by 
Turkish whips. 

Then came the arrest of the leading 
Armenians of Urfa. In prison, torture 
was used. Fingernails were torn out 
with tongs; noses and ears cut off. The 
tortured bravely refused to reveal the 
concealment of their friends, and held 
out so persistently as to win the admir- 
ing astonishment even of the Moslems 
themselves. Karen Jeppe secreted num- 
bers of boys and girls in her own house, 

This editorial reviews ‘Karen Jeppe,” by 
Ingeborg Sick. (Gyllendeske Firlag, ' Copen- 
hagen. No English translation.) 
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and later a dozen Armenian men in her 
cellar. If they had been found she 
would have been shot with them. In 
order to keep up their morale she in- 
sisted on cleanliness and order and kept 
them occupied with studies. When 
malaria broke out among them she be- 
came their nurse. She carried on relief 
work. At one time she saw a starving 
mob throw themselves on a rotten mule 
and devour it. She .would come back 
from her distributions covered with 
sweat and crawling with lice. A Danish 
lady was sent out with money to bring 
her home. She refused to leave. She 
explained that she had twelve refugees 
concealed in her cellar. Dysentery, ty- 
phus, and other diseases were raging 
all about her. After she finally did 
have to leave she said to friends in 
Copenhagen: “I can never smile again. 
It is as if my heart had died of horror. 
When I heard the shootings in the night- 
time I could only cry, “Gud ske lov 
[Thank God,” in Danish]. One more is 
safe.” 

At the first committee meeting after 
her return she said: “I beg that no one 
question or interrupt me while I am 


.making my report. That might bring 


back. to memory things which I cannot 
bear to recall. I would simply faint.” 

And although no one said a word she 
nevertheless stopped several times and 
sat immovable with closed eyes, as if 
her whole process of thought were 
broken. 


She had worked at her Samaritan 
mission for over fifteen years. Her min- 
istry seemed over. Turkey was a closed 
and darkened land across which birds 
of prey passed. The few remnants of 
the Armenian people that had escaped 
had flied to Aleppo over the Syrian 
border. 

But again she felt the call of the 
needy, and another fifteen years were 
to be dedicated to this suffering people. 
In the spring of 1920 she went to Aleppo. 
She found people living in wretched 
little constructions of boards and old 
oil tins. There was little or no protec- 
tion from rain and cold, and sickness 
was everywhere. She opened a soup 
kitchen. Her Polish secretary and her 
two adopted Armenian children, Misak 
and Lucia, helped her. Fifteen hun- 
dred came to her daily for food. Used 
clothing was sent in quantity from Den- 
mark. She opened a clinic for eye dis- 
eases which wére epidemic. She organ- 
ized a silk embroidery manufacture, 
using old Armenian patterns. This 
workshop soon employed two hundred 
women. Their output was marketed in 
Scandinavia. 

She found that Armenian girls were 
being sold for a pittance into Moham- 
medan harems. -The League of Nations 
appropriated money for investigation 
and relief, and put Mlle. Jeppe in charge 
of this prodigious task. First a rescue 
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home was established where the girls 
could be placed after their rescue; then 
a net of stations over the country, from 
which agents could discover and bring 
out of tents and harems the captive 
women. In the spring of 1922 the Home 
was opened. Her adopted son, Misak 
Melkonian, was made leader for all the 
stations and proved himself an effec- 
tive one. Agents went in disguise as 
cattle-traders or shepherds. Many were 
the thrilling stories of rescue and hard- 
ships endured by escaping women. At 
the Home these escaped women were 
photographed, bathed, cleaned of lice, in- 
vestigated by a doctor. They received

*"N ORDER that we may more fully 
I appreciate the profound significance 
™ of the statement that our Redeemer 
is the Light of the world and glimpsé 
some of the implications of a few of the 
many Bible passages of interest in con- 
nection with this Sunday school lesson 


for October 1, let us examine somewhat — 


into the place of light in God’s Word 
and the part it plays in the physical 
creation. In the time and space at our 
disposal, and I must. add, with such 
knowledge and understanding of this 
wonderful and mysterious creation, light, 
as science has thus far been enabled to 
encompass, we shall fall far short of 
penetrating to the heart of this rich and 
beautiful subject. 


An Attribute of God 


Light is frequently referred to in God’s 
Word as a characteristic attribute of the 
Godhead. Job says: “With God is ter- 
rible majesty.” But we are also told 
that transcendent glory and matchless 
beauty characterize God. Not only does 
God ride upon the wings of the roaring 
tempest; and tread upon the reeling and 
quaking earth; order and regulate the 
cataclysms of exploding stars separated 
from our universe by the breath-taking 
voids which are measured only by mil- 
lenniums of light-years; God also colors 
the flower petal and the butterfly’s wing; 
He hangs rainbow jewels upon the gos- 
amer filaments touched by the dawn; 
He paints the throat of the humming- 
bird; He spreads abroad all the per- 
fumed, heavenly beauty of the spring 
woodland; He arches the rainbow and 
His finger touches the rosy gold to the 
hem of the garments of the night as it 
steals along the western horizon. And 
all these beauties Which He has placed 


‘before the eyes of the children of men 


are made accessible to our brains by 
light. 
‘Malachi, writing of the coming Sav- 


four, said: “But unto you that fear my 


name shall the Sun of righteousness 
arise with healing in his wings; .. .” 
(Mal. 4:2). 

James tells us that “every good gift 
and every perfect gift is from above, 
and cometh down from the Father of 
lights, with whom is no variableness, 
neither shadow of turning” (Jas. 1:17). 

John writes in Revelation 4:2: “And 
immediately I was in the spirit: and, be-

hold, a throne was set in heaven, and 
one sat on the throne. And he that sat 
was to look upon like a jasper and a 
sardine stone: and there was a rainbow 
round about the throne, in sight like 
unto an emerald.” John also tells us 
that when he saw his vision of the Son 
of man, “His head and his hairs were 
white like wool, as white as snow; and 
his eyes were as a flame of fire; and his 
feet like unto fine brass, as if they 
burned in a furnace; and his voice as 
the sound of many waters. And he had 
in his right hand seven stars: and out 
of his mouth went a sharp twoedged 
sword: and his countenance was as the 
sun shineth in his strength. And when 
I saw him, I fell at his feet as dead.” 
To Jesus, the Sun of Righteousness and 
the Light of the world, appertain glory 
and honor and praise and power and 
majesty and beauty and loveliness and 
tender mercy and justice and holiness 
and life! His is the gift of immortality 
to them that believe in His name. How 
infinite is His condescension as manifest 
in His incarnation—the Light of the 
world — veiled in human flesh! 

We read that in the beginning of this 
creation of which you and I are a part, 
emptiness and chaos, disorganization 
and darkness characterized this planet, 
earth. “And the Spirit of God was 
brooding upon the face of the waters.” 
Have you ever tried to visualize that 
primordial emptiness and darkness be- 
fore the Creator,— Christ, “the Word,” 
the divine, creating Fiat, — brought into 
being the meteorological conditions, per- 
haps some of the great land and water 
divisions as they exist even today upon 
this present earth’s surface, and the 
vegetable and animal worlds, which we 
take so-completely for granted? John 
tells us, in the opening verses of his 
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Gospel, that Jesus Christ was the active 
agent of the Trinity in the phyical cre- 
ation, even as He later in time became 
our Redeemer, making it possible for 
fallen and sinful men to become a new 
creation in Christ Jesus. “In the begin- 
ning was the Word, and the Word was 
with God, and the Word was God. The 
same was in the beginning with God. 
All things were made by him; and with- 
out him was not any thing made that 
was made. In him was life; and the 
life was the light of men” (John 1:1-4). 
How complete is the analogy we find 
between the dark and chaotic physical 
creation before the creation of light and 
order and re-creation, and the black and 
hopeless night of the spiritual condition 
of the darkened and disorganized soul 
of man, dead in trespasses and in sin! 


In Genesis 1:3, we read: “And God 
said, Let there be light: and there was 
light. And God saw the light, that it 
was good.” So we believe that this 
physical creature—this phenomenon — 
which we call light, originated as a 
thought in the mind of the Creator of 
the Cosmos. What is this mysterious and 
wonderful and ‘life-giving creation which 
we call “light”? No man can answer 
your question with complete assurance, 
be he ever so learned a physicist, or 
astronomer, or atomic physicist, or 
chemist. 


We may inquire as God inquired of 
Job, “Where is the way where light 
dwelleth?” (Job 38:19.) Who can make 
satisfactory answer? A shining beam of 
light travels through the interstellar 
voids at a speed of 186,284 miles a sec- 
ond and brings to the patient eye and 
to the informed mind of the student: of 
the starry heavens wonderful informa- 
tion about other suns and other systems 
of stars than our own galaxy. The size 
and temperature of mighty suns, far ex- 
ceeding our own sun in mass; the dis- 
tances and speeds of motion, and the 
chemical composition of these distant 
suns, all this and much other informa- 
tion is carried by a beam of star light. 
It may be that this light which produces 
the star’s image upon a photographic 
emulsion started from its parent star a 
thousand millenniums ago, as measured 
in our earth-time. 


What Is Light? 


Although we can describe many of the 
attributes and characteristics of light we 
do not know what it is. Sometimes light 
behaves like wave motion, but waves 
vibrating or traveling in what medium? 
As a beam of light from some far dis- 
tant star speeds upon its way to your 
eye as you scan the midnight heavens, 
it travels through an emptiness unat- 
tainable in ordinary apparatus and ap- 
proached only under the most meticu- 
lously controlled conditions in the lab- 
oratory of the physicist. The physical: 
properties which must be postulated as 


characterizing the medium oscillating to ° 
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transmit light-waves are exhibited by 
no known medium and are those set up 
by the mathematical physicist to satisfy 
the observed behavior of light. 

Sometimes light behaves exactly as 
though it were composed of minute par- 
ticles—let is say infinitely small bird- 
shot of energy, though this analogy is 
full of gross inaccuracies — or corpuscles, 
called “photons,” or “quanta.” We can 
measure the energy of light; its in- 
tensity, its reactions are determinable; 
even the weight of the light falling upon 
a square mile of the earth’s surface has 
been calculated. 


The Mysteries of Color 


White light when passed through a 
prism is resolved into the colored con- 
stituents composing it, each with its 
characteristic wave length and produc- 
ing differing chemical effects in the lab- 
oratory and in the world of living, grow- 
ing things. When the wave lengths of 
these colored beams of light are meas- 
ured it is found that they range from 
1-62,000 of an inch for violet light to 
1-33,000 of an inch for deep-red light. 
From time to time we, have seen pic- 
tures photographed in a room which 
was, to the human eye, in complete 
darkness. This so-called “black light” 
lies in the region of the infra red end 
of the spectrum. We might go on to cite 
the wave lengths of other colors: 55,000 
to the inch for blue; 48,000 for green; 
40,000 for yellow, to name:a few. To 
put the matter a little differently, 756 
million million waves enter your eye 
every second to give the visual sensation 
to your brain that we call violet color. 

The physicist assures us that there is 
no such thing as colored objects in the 
physical world, color being wholly resi- 
dent in the visual effects produced 
through the medium of the eye and the 
optic nerve upon the brain of the be- 
holder. Here then is one of the tran- 
scendent marvels of the human body, 
that God has provided an inconceivably 
complex and beautiful mechanism in the 
human eye and brain for producing, 
in the brain of the beholder, the whole 
range of what we call “colors”! 

But the small portion of the wave 
lengths which produce the sensations of 
light and color are a minor percentage 
of the waves or vibrations which be- 
long in this category. Dr. W. D. Coolidge, 
vice-president of the General Electric 
Company, upon the occasion of the con- 
ferring of the medal of the Franklin 
Institute upon him this spring, discussed 
“The Rapidly Expanding Field of X 
Rays.” In this article he describes new 
methods for expanding the X-ray spec- 
trum to a point where “it now covers 
more than 16 octaves”— “our eyes re- 
spond directly to a light embracing only 
one octave.” 

By various devices and the use of 
various apparatus it has become possible 
for us to explore all portions of the inner 
X-ray spectrum, “hence we may say that,

through the X rays, the range of our 
vision has been expanded 16 octaves” 
(Journal of the Franklin Institute; Vol. 
237; No. 6; July, 1944). 

Danger to the operator through ex- 
posure to the X rays has also been re- 
duced. “Reduction of the latter hazard 
—exposure to the rays—has been 
greatly facilitated through the develop- 
ment by the physicist of satisfactory de- 
vices for measuring X-ray intensity and 
through the determination by the medi- 
cal profession of the X-ray dosage to 
which a human being can safely be ex- 
posed. This last is very important be- 
cause no matter how thick the lead or 
other protective material, there is always 
some radiation getting through” (ibid). 

In this same category we must place 
the type of wave which we call the 
radio wave. Every owner and user of 
the radio knows that a very large num- 
ber of stations are “on the air” at the 
same time, because each broadcasting 
station has its own assigned wave length, 
or “band.” For example, we may have 
a wave length of 770 meters, or 77,000 
centimeters. (A‘centimeter is 39-100 of 
an inch.) Compare this with the wave 
length of deep-red light (the longest 
wave length just visible to the human 
eye) which is 1-10,000 of one centimeter. 
But these waves, as you well know, do 
not produce the sensation of color nor 
reveal to man’s eye the form and out- 
line of the world about him. Instead, 
these harnessed and ordered lightnings 
carry music and the spoken word around 
the whole world. . 


Light in a Collapsing World 


What then are these waves, these 
photons, these minute quanta of energy? 
We must add here that the old definitions 
of so-called “matter” and “energy” have 
lost their ability to differentiate, as a 
result of the work of the physicist and 
of the mathematician, during the last 
few decades. “Space” and “mass” and 
“velocity” must now be approached as 
altered or new concepts. The scientist 
looks about him for some unchanged 
concept as an aid in formulating his new 
definitions. Baker Browneli, in his book, 
“The New Universe” (D. Van Nostrand 
Co., Inc. New York), wrote: “With 
space warped, with time a fourth dimen- 
sion, with mass increasing with velocity, 
with simultaneity relative to the motion 
of the observer, with most of the abso- 
lutes of the material world collapsing 
like the monarchies of Europe and with 
light alone left as an universal standard, 
it may be expected that the old ultimates 
of matter and energy will not be left 
untouched.” 

Will you then agree with me that light 
is indeed a very wonderful creation? 
It would be possible to write of many 
analogies between the life-giving powers 
of light belonging in the visible portion 
of the spectrum, as well as of other forms 
of radiation belonging to this class in 
the physical world, and the spiritual 
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healing and cleansing powers of the 


_Light of the world, the Sun of Right- 


eousness, who is not only the Son of 
God and our perfect Saviour, but also 
the Creator of the physical light upon 
which our physical life and health are so 
completely dependent. To take only one 
example: we are all familiar with the 
penetrating and healing powers of cer- 
tain wave lengths in the category of 
X rays; we are also familiar with the 
use of X rays of very high penetrating 
power to find hidden flaws even in the 
heart of steel castings. Of course no 
amelioration of the condition of the dis- 
eased and dying sufferer is effected un- 
less the available remedies are applied; 
that is, the patient must be exposed to 
the healing radiations. If flaws within 
a casting are to be discovered the cast- 
ing must be exposed to the’ rays, in 
order that the hidden flaws may be re- 
vealed. If the teachings of God’s Word 
are to ameliorate the hopeless and sin- 
steeped. condition of the dying soul, the 
Light. of the world must shine into the 
soul, “So shall my word be that goeth 
forth out of my mouth: it shall not re- 
turn unto me void, but it shall accom- 
plish that which I please, and it shall 
prosper in the thing whereto I sent it” 
(Isa. 55:11). If we are to see the deeply 
hidden and fatal defects of our unre- 
generate characters, the light of God’s 
Word may be depended upon to reveal 
them. A whole world full of Bibles 
telling the wonderful story of the un- 
searchable riches and the glorious mercy 
of God to the sinner will not help that 
poor soul unless the sinner elects to 
make use of the saving grace of God. 
Innocent children can and do die in 
dark and filthy surroundings and under 
blackened and smoke-filled skies, even 
though the sun be shining in unclouded 
glory a few miles away. What shall we 
parents answer when the Lord of Life 
questions us about empty Sunday schools 
and asks us why we never brought the 
children entrusted to our care into the 
light of the Sun of Righteousness? Per- 
haps it is because we ourselves cannot 
truthfully say, in the words of the lovely 
song: 
Come to the Light; ’tis shining for thee; 
Sweetly the Light has dawned upon me; 
Once I was blind, but now I can see; - 
The Light of the world is Jesus. 
Paul writes to the Thessalonians: “Ye 
are all the children of light, and the 
children of the day: we are not of the 
night, nor of darkness” (1 Thess. 5:5). 


The Need for Spiritual Light 

Reader, does the obvious and com- 
plete correspondence between the mech- 
anism of your eye and the nature of 
light give you no hint that the Light 
of the world may be equally impoftant 
to you if you would discern the true 
nature of your spiritual environment? 
Does not the wonderful dependence of 
the physical body of man upon -physieal

A Survey of Religious Life 


and Thought

OSTON Notes.—Robert Murray of 
B Boston was converted in a Billy 

Sunday meeting years ago. He 
is a master plumber; also open-air 
preacher, who for twenty-one years has 
held meetings in Central Square, Cam- 
bridge, and also on Boston Common. He 
takes no collections and accepts no dona- 
tions. A tithe of his income, up to re- 
cently, he has spent clothing redeemed 
prisoners of the Industrial Prison Farm 
in Middleton, Mass., where he acts as 
volunteer chaplain. 

Juvenile delinquency has come to his 
attention, He doesn’t talk much about 
it, but he is going ahead to do some- 
thing. He has refitted two rooms in his 
own home in a poorer quarter of 
Brighton, Mass., and here the children 
play. He has put in oak floors, and 
bought a piano for them; also he has 
had dug a fifteen-by-eleven-foot pool 
for bathing. Heavy swings are also in- 
stalled. Sixty-seven children are on his 
roll call. “We are laying a foundation 
for God in their hearts.” 

He knows the taproot of juvenile de- 
linquency. Wherever there is a tavern 
to menace the children of the commu- 
nity there should be such a place to 
help them. He hopes his center will 
be the beginning of “Children’s Haven, 
Inc.,” and he insists that the lack of 
Christian training and family prayer is 
back of all delinquency. 

I have called attention to the fact that 
in Cardinal W. H. O’Connell’s “Recol- 
lections” the name of Christ does not 
occur, but that of “the Holy Mother” 
repeatedly. So in Bishop Cushing’s ad- 
dress at Cardinal O’Connell’s interment: 
“Every future priest of the archdiocese 

- . may breathe a golden Ave Maria 
in honor of our Immaculate Mother, the 
queen of the clergy, that our departed 
shepherd may be joined in eternal fel- 
lowship with the apostles of Holy Mother 
Church forever and forever.” 

The Apostle Paul, on the other hand, 
longed “to depart, and to be with 
Christ” (Phil. 1:23). 

Dr. Clinchy of the National Council 
of Christians and Jews, in addressing 
the Massachusetts school superintend- 
ents just before Cardinal O’Connell’s 
death, called on them “to pray for the 
Cardinal.” What did he mean? To 
pray for his conversion to Christ? Or 
did he mean just nothing? 

Catholics are proposing to erect a 
monument to the Cardinal on Boston 
Common. The old Wren motto [epitaph 
of Sir Christonher Wren in St. Paul’s, 
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Encouragements and warnings 


from all the world 


London] is quotable, “Si monumentum 
requiris circumspice.” The saloons on 
Boston street corners could hardly be 
there if Cardinal O€onnell had wished 
otherwise — those saloons which trap 
and destroy his poor Irish. The result 
is, as Prof. Abraham Myerson of Har- 
vard declares, that Boston occupies an 
unchallenged primacy in the United 
States in the extent of its alcoholism. 
How different Dr. Cassidy, Bishop of 
Fall River, who makes it a practice to 


- pledge every Catholic boy and girl in 


his diocese to abstinence until they are 
21 years of age! 


The importance of religious instruc- 
tion in England’s common schools was the 
subject of a broadcast by Mr. Churchill in 
May, 1943: “We have freedom of thought 
as well as freedom of conscience. We have 
been the pioneer of religious toleration. 
But side by side with all this has been 
the fact that religion has been the rock 
in the life and character of the British 
people upon which they have built their 
hopes and cast their cares. This funda- 
mental element must never be taken 
from our schools.” 

The president of the Board of Educa- 
tion has of late been conferring with 
British church leaders about improve- 
ment of school teaching of religion. Dr. 
Temple, the Archbishop of Canterbury, 
made a five-point suggestion. 

In all schools Christian teaching 
should be given by teachers willing and 
competent to give it. They should be- 
lieve what they teach. Again religious 
knowledge should count in the certifi- 
cate for teacher-training. Religious 
teaching should be inspected, as are 
other subjects, to ensure its efficiency. 
Finally there should be an act of wor- 
ship at the beginning of each school day. 
Prof. D. L. Savory, a member of the 
House of Commons, says of this last 
point: 

“One thing to which I look back with 
the greatest gratitude is the daily serv- 
ice in the college chapel, both morning 
and evening, when we sang those beau- 
tiful hymns and heard those lessons 
from the Bible. We felt that we were 
taking part in the Christian life of the 
nation. Therefore, it is a very great 
step forward that this fifth point of the 
Archbishop should have been accepted, 
and that there is to be a corporate act 
of worship at the beginning of each 
school day. We are coming back to 
happier times. I am delighted to learn 
that in all schools throughout the land 
religion will henceforth be taught, and 
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that there will be agreed syllabuses, un- 
der which the fundamental doctrines of 
Christianity will be taught to the chil- 
dren.” 


Baptists of Colorado, in their annual 
convention, voted to sever all relations 
with the Federal Council of Churches. 
They also asked the denominational 
boards to appoint only such mission- 
aries as are ready to sign a statement 
of adhesion to the specified fundamental 
teachings of the New Testament. Fur- 
thermore, they actually elected to of- 
fice in the convention only such Bap- 
tists as clearly held to these teachings; 
whereat outcries from the machine, — 
“power politics,” and so on. Well, one 
can be only gratified to know that evan- 
gelical Christianity, as over against the 
Unitarianizers, is coming to power here 
and elsewhere. 

Missions describes Baptists who have 
no use for the Federal Council as Isola- 
tionist Baptists. A smart way to tar 
them when political isolationism is so 
generally in disfavor! It also chides 
those Baptists who have had enough of 
the machine with opposing “liberty to 
interpret truth.” No doubt they do 
when interpretation comes to mean a 
modification to the point of unrecogniz- 
ability. Colorado Baptists are only tak- 
ing measures of self-defense against 
theft of their contributions. 

Dr. Earl V. Pierce, leader of the Bap- 
tist conservatives, tells us that in 1913 
there were 13,240 churches in the North- 
ern Convention of the Baptists; today 
there are only 7,400. They are leaving 
and reorganizing, and the movement is 
only beginning. 

The blessing of God will be on these 
come-outers as it has been on others. 
Twenty-one years ago the Bible-Church- 
men of the Church of England cut loose 
from the Church Missionary Society. 
Here’s the concrete result of their re- 
volt: 


1. Wonderful success in the Arctic so 
that a new diocese has been estab- 
lished. 

2. In Burma: 43 missionaries and a thou- 
sand converts; new diocese in 
Northern Burma. 

3. Excellent progress in Nanning, China; 
in West China effective pioneering. 

4. A new diocese in North Africa with 
24 missionaries. 

. In India: 60 missionaries in the United 
and Central Provinces with hos- 
pitals, dispensaries, schools, outsta- 
tions. ~ 

6. Ethiopia: 5 missionaries in Addis 
Ababa and more to come. Hospitals. 

7. Persia: work at Zahedan “greatly 
prospering.” 

8. Around Lake Rudolf, Central Africa: 
fourteen years, with far-reaching 
results, among nomad tribes. 

9. Central Canada: success in saving 43 
Indian reserves from the aggressions 
of French Romanists. 


All this new work “in the difficult 


o 
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years of initiation and organization and 
in the midst of a nation and a church 
largely apostate from the Word of God! 
Further there is no evidence that the 
founding of the Bible Churchmen’s Mis- 
sionary Society has hurt any of the 
older missionary societies, or is there 
the slightest evidence that the work it 
has undertaken would have been ac- 
complished by the expansion of any of 
the older societies.” , 


Professor Ernst Haeckel of Jena was 
the most convinced of the evolutionists 
of the last generation. How discredited 
he is appears from two quotations, the 
first from Radl’s “History of Biological 
Theories” (pp. 122, 146): “Evolution is 
the lifeblood of his books. Take away 
the ideas about evolution, and nothing 
is left but a lifeless husk, a mass of 
high-sounding words, of dull descrip- 
tions, of many-colored pictures, all 
empty and devoid of life.” The second 
is from Nordenskiold’s “History of Biol- 
ogy” (p. 17): “Haeckel was never a 
specialist in embryology and its points 
of detail were of no interest to him in 
themselves, but only in so far as they 
could serve as evidence to show the 
descent of man. His ideas of embry- 
ology could in such circumstances only 
be one-sided and deficient. The pro- 
fessional embryologists offered serious 
objections to them which he either af- 
fected to overlook or answered with 
personal abuse. Complaints were made 
especially against his illustrations which, 
contrary to usual practice, he hardly 
ever borrowed from monographs om the 
subject, but drew himself. Being. de- 
signed exclusively to prove one single 
assertion, his illustrations were natu- 
rally without a trace of scientific 
value.” 


Dr. Nelson Glueck is one of the lead- 
ing archeologists of Bible lands, work- 
ing there under Jewish auspices. He 
gives this picture of his present life: 

“One night I was sitting at the fire 
in Aref Zeinati’s tent in ancient Jabesh- 
gilead, part of which name is retained 
in that of wady el-Yabis today. The 
talk turned to the men of Jabesh-gilead, 
which place is still surrounded by the 
remains of an ancient fortress wall. I 
was telling them how the men of Jabesh- 
gilead, whose former lands they are 
now tilling . . . appealed to Saul for 
help when Nahash, the Ammonite king, 
threatened to put out the right eye of 
every man among them. Saul rescued 
them from their danger, and the men 


-of Jabesh-gilead, I continued, repaid the 


kindness. For when the Philistines 
impaled the bodies of Saul and his sons 
and hung them with their armor on 
the city wall of Beth-shan, four miles 
away from where we were talking, the 
men of Jabesh-gilead made an all-night 
march to Beth-shan (or Beisan, as it is 
known today), removed the bodies from 
the wall, and gave them honorable 
burial (1 Sam. 11 and 13). Beth-shan is 
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stil the market place for the north half 
of this region” (Abridged from “Bibli- 
cal Archeology”). 


The Japanese are a troubled and un- 
satisfied people, according to the Friends’ 
Mission in Japan. Almost every week 
some new religion applies for recogni- 
tion to the Bureau of Religions in the 
Department of Education. The recent 
number totals 400. Nearly all these new 
religions center around the worship of 
the sun goddess and other national 
deities, and they put first emphasis on 
peace of mind and the healing of phys- 
ical ills. Their rapid rise bears witness 
to the national restlessness and anxiety 
and to the struggles of the people for 
rice and for an outlook on life. Among 
the most influential of these new re- 
ligions are “The Way for Man” (Hito 
no Michi) and “The House of Long 
Life” (Seicho no Iye). The latter has 
sprung up in the background of Chris- 
tianity, and closely resembles it. It is 
not quite a year since its origin, and 
yet its followers are reported to exceed 
a million. 

In the flood tide of national conscious- 
ness Christianity is regarded as a foreign 
religion. 


The International Council of Religious 
Education is the spoil of Modernism in 
the field of the Sunday school. It is the 
transformed and devitalized Interna- 
tional Sunday School Association of the 
old days—a thing now of programs, of 
commissions, of movements that don’t 
move. Gone is the interested backing 
of the army of laymen and Sunday 
school workers which made the Inter- 
national Sunday School Association 
great and greatly useful in the past. 
The word Ichabod is written all over 
it, and it is beginning to recognize that 
fact. Thus two of its most ambitious 
projects, the Adult Movement and the 
United Christian Education Advance, 
are admitted to be failures. It is the old 
story: no end of machinery but no real 
life. 

Now it is preparing to enter the new 
superchurch which the Federal Council 
is planning, the National Council of the 
Churches of Christ in the United States. 
Its great publication interests will be 
merged with other publishing agencies 
in a Department of Publications in 
which, according to Dr. Murch of the 
Christian Standard, “shall be centered 
production, distribution, cost accounting, 


‘and business management of the Coun- 


cil and its divisions, joint departments 
and commissions, joint bureaus, and 
other units. The department is to co- 
operate with the official denominational 
publishing agencies and be responsible 
for the publishing interests of the gen- 
eral interdenominational councils. Un- 
der the new arrangement, with the 
powers of a superchurch behind them, 
the publishing interests of a combined 
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Protestantism can make the predatory 
corporations of Theodore Roosevelt's 
day look like amateurs.” 


And what will they publish? Their 
official statement of the general purpose 
of Christian education gives the answer. 
“It seeks to effect in growing persons 
the assimilation of the best religious 
experiences of the race”; to present “a 
satisfying view of the Bible” (satisfy- 
ing to whom?); to “lead into familiarity 
with the best Christian thought ...a 
growing familiarity with the best 
thought of the great souls of all faiths”; 
to inculcate “an attitude of fair-mind- 
edness toward the best in the thought 
and experience of all religions” by see- 
ing in them “a common struggle toward 
an apprehension of God.” Christ is not 
once mentioned in this official state- 
ment, to say nothing of conversion 
through His redemptive ministry. 


I venture to say that the 1,400 Bible 
Clubs which a single devoted woman, 
Miss Traber of Philadelphia, has fos- 
tered into being, constitute a greater 
asset to Christian education of Ameri- 
can youth than any one thing the Inter- 
national Council has done since the 
Modernists seized it. 


The Charter of the Free State of the 
Congo committed Belgium to protect 
and favor all institutions and religious 
enterprises without respect to national- 
ity or creed. Belgium, or rather the 
clerical arm back of Belgium, has 
broken this plain obligation from the 
beginning until now. Mgr. Hemptine 
acknowledges this breach of faith with- 
out a regret. “That our school policy 
limits foreign influence is true, and it 
is so planned. If foreigners learn to 
benefit from the tolerance which is 
granted them, all right, but on condi- 
tion that ‘they respect the rules of the 
game.” 

As a consequence, while Roman Cath- 
olic schools and hospitals are subsidized 
to the limit from taxation, Protestant 
schools are not supported whatever con- 
ditions they fulfill No Government 
financial help is given, nor ever has been 
given, toward the education of Protes- 
tant natives, even though these natives 
pay the same taxes and serve in Gov- 
ernment offices, commercial enterprises, 
in the medical services, and in the army. 

If the Federal Council of Churches 
were worth its salt—how often do we 
have to use that phrase ! — it would long 
ago have brought this matter before the 
Washington authorities to the end that 
this discrimination against American 
citizens by Belgium be stopped.

The Lesson as a Whole

Approach to the Lesson _ 

NE of the best ways to get a proper 
O understanding of the expression 

used by our Lord, “I am the light 
of the world” (John 9:5), is to try to 
imagine what the world would be in 
this twentieth century of the Christian 
Era if He had mever come into this 
scene at all. In the first place, there 
never would have been a Christian Era. 
It was His appearance among men that 
divided time into B.C. and A.D. When 
He came, Judaism, the brightest testi- 
mony God had ever committed to man 
up to that time, was in almost total 
eclipse.. Sadducean materialism, on the 
one hand, and hypocritical Phariseeism, 
on the other, had nearly extinguished 
whatever light Israel had formerly en- 
joyed and displayed before the nations. 
Instead of attracting people to the one 
true and living God, that glorious Name 
was blasphemed among the Gentiles 
through their inconsistencies (Rom. 2: 
24). In the Roman Empire, philosophi- 
cal chaos and almost universal agnosti- 
cism prevailed. Men had, to a great 
extent, lost faith in the old gods and 
had found nothing else to fill the void; 
while in the barbarous nations beyond 
the Confines of the empire, the same 
fear and cruelty ever connected with 
animism and fetishism that prevails to- 
day among tribes neither, evangelized 
nor civilized, prevailed. Truly, dark- 
ness covered the earth, and gross dark- 
ness the people (Isa. 60:2). It was into 
such a world Jesus came, and by the 
luster of His life, the purity of His 
teaching, the atoning value of His death, 
and the power of His resurrection, He 


sent forth into all the world rays of 
light, above the splendor of the noonday 
sun, that illumined the darkened hearts 
and minds of men (1 Pet. 2:9) and cast 
light upon the evil things that the 
wicked indulged in, so that they be/ 
came ashamed to do in the daytime of 
Gospel testimony what they indulged in 
unblushingly in the night of ignorance 
and superstition (Eph. 5:3). Today, even 
the most self-willed and God-defying 
men recognize the beauty of the life 
of Christ: “the life was the light of 
men” (John 1:4), and even though they 
reject the propitiatory value of His 
death, they see in it the greatest ex- 
ample of self-sacrifice the world has ever 
known. 


The Historical Setting 


With such an array of Scriptures 
drawn from so many different books of 
the Bible to consider, it is difficult to 
indicate any true historic background 
except to note that all these passages 
were in circulation before the close of 
the first Christian century, and bear 
adequate and compelling testimony to 
the light that shone from the face of 
Jesus Christ and penetrated in all the 
lands of the then known earth. 


Verse by Verse 


John 9:1—“Jesus ... saw a man 
which -was blind from his birth.” The 
sad physical condition of this man, suf- 
fering from congenital blindness, was 
but a picture of the true spiritual con- 
dition of all men until brought into con- 
tact with Jesus by a living faith (Eph. 
4:17, 18). 

Verse 2—“Who did sin, this man, or his 
parents, that he was born blind?” Some 
of the rabbis taught that a child could 
sin before birth. They based it on Gen- 
esis 25:26 and Hosea 12:3. This was

supposed to explain why some people 
were born with certain handicaps, such 
as lameness, blindness, or inherited ten- 
dency to disease. 


Verse 3.—“That the works of God 
should be made manifest in him.” Godly 
expositors have differed as to the exact 
application of these words. Most take 
them as concluding the sentence that be- 
gins, “Neither hath this man sinned, nor 
his parents: but,” etc. This would imply 
that God in His all-wise providence had 
permitted the child to be born blind 
that He might be glorified in due time 
through giving him sight miraculously. 
Others, notably Dr. G. Campbell Mor- 
gan, connect the words with the verse 
that follows, making it read, “But that 
the works of God shpuld be made mani- 
fest in him. I must work...” The 
Greek text might bear either arrange- 
ment. It is largely a question of spir- 
itual discernment. 


Verse 4.—“The night cometh, when no 
man can work.” Life on earth is likened 
to the daytime when our Lord was busy 
in the work the Father had sent Him to 
accomplish. When the night of death 
came, such labor would be at an end. 


Verse 5.—“‘As long as I am in the 
world, I am the light of the world.” 
While he ministered among men He was 
the visible manifestation of light — His 
holy life casting light on every man 
with whom He came in contact (John 
1:9). All are shown up, in the light of 
His perfection, as being sinful and un- 
righteous. The true Light casts light 
upon every man. When our Lord looked 
on to the testimony to be carried on 
after His return to Heaven, He said, “Ye 
are the light of the world” (Matt. 5:14), 
This tells of our responsibility to shine 
as lights in a dark scene (Phil. 2:15). 


Verse 6.—“He . . . made clay... and

. .. anointéd the eyes of the blind man.” 
It was a picture of the Incarnation. He 
had in grace stooped to become like us, 
aman in a body like ours. But this 
mystery of the Incarnation is beyond 
human -understanding. Just as damp 
clay put upon the eyes would seem to 
make the condition of the man worse 
instead of better, so men are, if we may 
say so, rendered more blind than ever, 
as they contemplate the secret of godli- 
ness — God manifest in flesh. But what 
is darkness to the rationalist becomes 
light to the man of faith. 


Verse 7.—“‘Go, wash in the pool of 
Siloam.” We are told that the name 
means Sent. It is the apprehension of 
the Lord Jesus as the Sent One of the 
Father (John 8:29) that gives spiritual 
sight to those in nature’s darkness. This 
blind man went to Siloam and washed 
away the clay, and he came back see- 
ing. The light had penetrated his dark- 
ened eyeballs and, more than that, had 
enlightened his soul forever. 


Verse 13.—“They brought to the Phari- 
sees him that aforetime was blind.” 
These legalists were as blind spiritually 
as the man had been naturally (Matt. 
23: 16, 17, 19, 24, 26; Luke 6:39). To them 
the neighbors of the healed man brought 
their friend that he might be examined 
by them. 


Verse 34.—“Thou wast altogether born 
in sins, and dost thou teach us? After a 
lengthy altercation the Pharisees dis- 
missed the case in anger and indigna- 
tion, refusing in their pride and haughti- 
ness to be taught by an unlettered man. 
He had met their arguments by a splen- 
did testimony as he declared, “One thing 
I know that, whereas I was blind, now 
I see” (v. 25). In their rancorous oppo- 
sition, they became guilty: of a gross 
perversion of Scripture as they accused 
him of being born in sins. No one is 
born in sins, but all are born in sin 
(Psa. 51:5). But accuracy counts little 
with heated theological bigots. 

Verse 35.—“Dost thou believe on the 
Son of God?” Cast out by the Phari- 
sees, the man who had received his sight 
was found by Jesus, who ever has a 
welcome for those whom the world — 
whether religious or secular — rejects. 
His pointed question was designed to make 
manifest whether the man realized who 
it was through whom he had been 
healed. 

Verse 36—“Who is he, Lord, that I 
might believe on him?” In a spirit of 
humility and as one anxious for the 
truth, the man inquired as to who the 
Son of God was, upon whom he was ex- 
pected to believe. 

Verse 37.—“It is he that talketh with 
thee.” In simple, direct language, Jesus 
made Himself known in the mystery of 
His person as the Son of God corne down 
among men in grace. 


Verse 38.—“Lord, I believe.” In a mo- 
ment, the eyes of the man’s soul were

opened. He gazed upon the face of 
Jesus in faith and “worshiped him.” 
Verse 39.—“For judgment I am come 
into this world.” It is not present con- 
demnatory judgment (John 3:17), but 
judgment in the sense of discrimination 
and exposure of conditions as they really 
are. The light reveals the darkness. 


. Those who receive the Light are made 


to see. Those who reject it are shut up 
to judicial blindness (John 8:26, 47). 


Verse 40.—“Some of the Pharisees ... 
said ... Are we blind also?” The ques- 
tion showed how hard were their hearts 
and how seared their consciences. Go- 
ing on in smug complacency, they had 
no sense of their real condition in the 
sight of God. 


Verse 41.—“If ye were blind, ye should 
have no sin.” That is, if they were 
utterly without the light of consciente 
or of revelation they would not have 
been responsible. But they prided them- 
selves on their knowledge, while yet 
refusing the Saviour. Therefore, they 
were doubly guilty. Their sin remained 
uncleansed and unforgiven. 


The Heart of the Lesson 


Having come into the world, the Lord 
Jesus Christ is the touchstone of all 
hearts. He is incarnate Light, revealing 
God to man and manifesting the true 
condition of those to whom’ He minis- 
tered. When men come into the light 
and face their sins before God, there 
is cleansing and forgiveness for them. 
When it is a question of our daily walk, 
He is still the Light. As we follow Him, 
we find our way through the darkness of 
this scene on to the Heavenly City which 
is lighted by the glory of God and the 
Lamb is the Light therec?.

Consider what the world owes to the 
Lord Jesus Christ. and the message He 
proclaimed. Every hospital, asylum for 
the mentally afflicted, orphanage, home 
for the aged, leprosarium, or other in- 
stitution of benevolent character is but 
a reflection of the light that shines from 
Him. There were none of these till after 
He came to manifest God’s grace to the 
needy, the sinful, and the suffering. 

In the measure in which we follow 
Christ, we shed abroad the light that we 
have received from Him. 

Buddha was called the light of Asia, 
Confucius the light of China, but their 
teachings are only as the flickering of 
wax tapers when compared with the 
light of the glory of God shining in the 
face of Jesus Christ, the Light of th 
world. .

The Busy Men’s Corner 


By William H. Ridgway 


Two Great Mysteries—As long as I 
am in the world, I am the light of the 
world (John 9:5). Some long yearsiago, 
the late Editor, Dr. Charles G. Trum- 
bull, and I in our Quaker City inno- 
cence went down all alone into darkest 
New York to visit the midnight mission 
in the old Chinese Theater. 


This famous mission is on Doyers 
Street. It was the “tough” part of New 
York. We narrowly escaped stumbling 
into a “club,” which, we were told, was 
“a veritable den of thieves.” In a tun- 
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nel into Mott Street near by there had 
been many killings. The neighborhood 
gave police much trouble in those days. 

The whole district has changed. Mr. 
Bosh set up his are lights and Mr. Edi- 
son his “red hot hairpins,” and a con- 
verted “jailbird” named Tom Noonan, 
his preaching. 

I was there again years later with 
Dave Ranney, and all had changed un- 
der the influence of lots of light, both 
fromthe street lamps and the Gospel 
preached in the mission. (I tell of this 
visit in Chapter VII of “The Christian 
Gentleman.”) 

What is light? The dictionary can 
only say, “An imponderable agent by 
which objects are rendered visible.” It 
is an “agent” that can travel at the enor- 
mous speed of 186,000 miles a second. 
Like electricity, gravitation, light can 
not be defined. 

An old student of the Scriptures has 
said, “Anyone can know Jesus if not 
called upon to define Him.” Light has 
changed things in the “tough” parts of 
our great cities, and Jesus has changed 
things in the lives of the “tough” men 
and women whom the Adversary had 
dragged down to these depths of sin. 

The stories of missionary enterprise 
are shining examples of the truth of this 
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text. In every community there are 
many cases where the entering of Jesus 
into the family has changed unhappi- 
ness and misery to joy and pleasure. 


A ray of light on an occasion of gloom 
dissipates that gloom. The Lord Jegus 
Christ in a life of gloom and despair 
has turned many a man from suicide 
to preaching the Good News. Both 
Christ and the Holy Spirit and light 
are great mysteries, why not. accept 
both ! 


Some Like Formalism—Go wash in 
the pool of Siloam, ... He went... 
and came seeing (v: 7). Jesus did not 
have to make a mud salve and order a 
bath in a pool to cure this man of blind- 
ness. Jesus had only to speak the, word 
as He did for another blind man, and 
the man received his sight (Mark 10: 
46-52). 


It is quite a long call from the simple 
service of the “Plain People” to the 
music and processions and ritual of 
other churches. My old neighbor, a re- 
tired Episcopalian minister, was shocked, 
not to say scandalized, by the crude, 
ungrammatical prayers of one of the 
most beloved and spiritual mill men of 
Coatesville. On the other hand, that 
same mill man thought that the “parade 
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of choir boys and the jumpin’ up and 
down” of the Episcopal church was all 
“fuss and feathers.” 

The glory of the Gospel of the Lord 
Jesus Christ is the*faetthat it is univer- 
sal. It fits all kinds and conditions of men 
and women. It can take hold of “jail- 
birds” like Tom Noonan and Dave Ran- 
ney of the former paragraph, and of 
Queen. Victoria and the poet Tennyson 
of a former lesson. The other Sunday 
we took a company of folks into our 
church on confession of faith. There 
were children of nine and ten and those 
of mature years. The group was made 
up of all conditions of life, but all drawn 
to the Lord Jesus. 

Years ago, the late Editor, Dr. Charles 
G. Trumbull, said to me, “How do you 
like the Times?” “Charlie, I take it be- 
cause you, my friend, are its editor, but 
to tell you the truth its lesson helps are 
a little too heavy for me. When I get 
home from a business trip late Saturday, 
I need a lesson help that will quickly 
get me into teaching shape for the Sun- 
day school.” Then we had an argument! 

Finally I said, “Some day I will write 
a lesson for you the way I would like 
it.” In due course I wrote on this pas- 
sage of Scripture. The result was I was 
invited to produce this “Corner.” You 
folks have done me the honor to say 
you like the style of my illustrating 
Bible truths. 


Turned Out of Church.—He said, Lord, 
I believe.. And he worshipped him 
(v. 38). This is a striking chapter in 
the Gospel story in that a-lovely, unselfish 
divine act starts a lot of ugly, envious 
human emotions. A hopeless blind man 
is miraculously cured and, of course, 
rejoices greatly even as any blind one. 

“But it was a Sabbath day job, Your 
Reverence! You know the command- 
ment, ‘Keep the day holy.’” “Nothing 
holy about giving a blind beggar his eye- 
sight is there? He’s ‘small potatoes’ !” 

So after some argument and some 
sharp “back talk” by the man and his 
family, they are turned out of church. 
And all for the terrible fault of the 
man who was blind allowing himself to 
be cured! It can be a very serious thing 
to be turned out of church. 

When the blind man was thrown out, 
as our Lord knew he would be, there 
was a nice, soft “cushion” upon which 
the man could drop, the first Christian 
church. Wonder how many of those 
whom Jesus had cured became like this 
blind man, a believer and worshiper 
and joiner? 

One of the finest uncles I ever had 
was “turned out of meeting” for marry- 
ing Mother’s youngest sister. When the 
“Committee” called upon him to pro- 
pound the set question, “Friend Thomas, 
is thee sorry thee has married an Epis- 
copalian out of meeting?” “Friend Scat- 
tergood,” replied Uncle Tom, “I am only 
sorry for one thing, that you and your 
meeting are SUCH BIG FOOLS.” Then 
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they all sat down to a big dinner hap- 
pily together. Social and family rela- 
tions remained just the same, and the 
Society lost one of its best members, who 
became the engineer of one of the big- 
gest manufacturing companies in the 
land. 

It started back in Palestine with the 
Jews, and hung on down the ages. It 
took years to learn a better way —or 
have we?

For man Teachers 
By Ethel S. Low 


*TOR the past few weeks, four little 

Primary children have been playing 
in my yard, and I have been “sitting in” 
on their play, trying to learn something 
more about the working of the child 
mind, for, after all, the children them- 
selves are the very best study there is 
if you want to know about them, far 
better than anybody’s book. 

The first thing I noticed was that they 
impersonate everybody. All day long, 
it is, “You be the cowbdy, and I'll be 
the Indian,” or, “You have to be Hitler, 
for I’m an American pilot, and I’m going 
to shoot you.” It takes quite a bit of 
argument to make one of them consent 
to be “Hitler,” and only on the agree- 
ment that they take turns being Hitler. 
No matter what the play, the children 
are the characters. . 

A second thing I discovered anew is 
that there must: be action, action, and 
some more action. There is never a dull 
moment. Whenever a play begins to 
drag, they change it, and get one with 
more snap to it. 

Of course I was watching them to 
learn things, and it came to me sud- 
denly how very duil they must think 
we grown-ups are, and really, how very 
dull.we are when we try to cram their 
youthful zest and ingenuity into pro- 
saic, uninteresting Sunday school les- 
sons. How very tired they must get 
of hearing us talk when they want to 
do the talking themselves, and how hard 
it must be for them to try to understand 
our adult ideas which we are trying to 
put over. Why not try an experiment 
and let the children do the talking and 
be some of the characters in the lessons? 
This will also give them an outlet for 
their active minds and bodies. As I 
have watched these four boys play, I 
have marveled at the good nature and 
the patience they show when they are 
magée to sit still for a half hour at Sun- 
day school, the only half hour in the 
week that they sit still, except when 
they are asleep. 

The first lesson in this quarter’s les- 
sons gives us quite an opportunity for 
the children to do some work. Never 
let any child impersonate the Lord Jesus 
Christ. Let some boy be the blind man 
in this lesson. Let a boy and a girl be 
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his father and mother, and some of the 
rest, the disciples, and others, the Jews 
and the onlookers. It will take a little 
more work for you to teach the lesson 
this way, but it will be worth the effort. 
Tell the story, and let them act it out, 
just impromptu, with no rehearsing. 
The idea is not to produce a drama, but 
to make the child see the picture of 
what happened. 


Tell them how lovingly Jesus Himself 
came to the blind man when He heard 
that he had been cast out of the syna- 
gogue. And how the man believed in 
Him, and was willing to be a castout 
for Christ’s sake. Then teach them that 
Golden Text, at least the first part of it, 
“I am the light of the world.” 


What is the greatest light we know 
about? The sun, of course, is our great 
light. The Bible, in another place, calls 
Christ the Sun of Righteousness, because 
He is the Light of the world. 


Do try this idea of teaching, and see 
how interested the children are. Why 
should this be an adult world? At least 
in a Primary class, try to see things 
through the children’s eyes. It will take 
more planning and more study, but the 
children. will like it, because they have 
something to do. 


After we have called them children, 
we have to admit that we are not very 
much more adult than they. How much 
more interested we are in something 
we have a part in. Once I sat listening 
to a man, a middle-aged man, tell what 
a good prayer meeting he had attended. 
After telling us about the lessons, he 
added, “It was a very good prayer meet- 
ing.” Then, after a period of silence, he 
said, “I prayed.” We looked at him to 
see if he was serious, and he was, very. 
But that explained why the prayer meet- 
ing had been such a delight to him; he 
had a part in it. 


Make the Primary class the children’s 
class, not the teacher’s class. Not that 
the teacher should not have everything 
under control at all times, but the ena 
must be the teaching of the children in 
the very best way. The Devil is com- 
peting with you for every child in your 
class, and he makes the things of the 
world as attractive and tempting as pos- 
sible. Pray that you may be able to 
make the Primary class so attractive 
that the children will not want to miss 
a single Sunday, and that you may win 
them for the Lord Jesus Christ.

For Junior Teachers 


By Ruth E. Dow 


EFORE the class session, ask indi- 
vidual pupils to bring a book he 
is reading, a boat he is making, some 
sewing she is doing, a game to play. 
Some of the early arrivals will prob- 
ably delight to draw on the blackboard 
a landscape, showing a big rising sun. 
When class begins, blindfold all or 
a part of the group. We are going to 
pretend that the sun did not rise this 
morning. No, I don’t mean that clouds 
hid it, but that the sun just wasn’t there 
at all. When you got up it was still 
so dark you couldn’t see to dress. You 
tried to turn on the electric lights, but 
no light came. You had to feel around 


to find your clothes and get them on.. 


You didn’t have much for breakfast 
because there in the utter darkness it 
wasn’t easy to find and cook things. 
Somehow you have found your way to 
the church. Here you are now, but you 
can’t see a thing because there isn’t any 
light of any kind. 

Here is John’s book. John, won’t you 
read us some from it? You can’t be- 
cause you can’t see! Vincent, can you 
work on your boat? Why not? Louise, 
will you show us what you are making? 
Well, if we can’t do these things, let’s 
play this game that Edna brought. We 
need light for that! (Remove the blind- 
folds.) There are so many things we 
can’t do without light! How fortunate 
that God didn’t forget to make the sun 
and give us other kinds of light when 
He made the world. (Read Gen. 1:1-5.) 
Light for the eyes is awfully important 
for doing things, isn’t it? 

We ‘have another kind of light for 
understanding things. You ask your 
teacher to explain something at school. 
“Oh, I seé!” you reply. That is light 
for the mind. 

There is another kind of light :‘men- 
tioned in the Bible; it is light for the 
heart. “God, who commanded the light 


. to shine out of darkness, hath shined in 


our hearts” (2 Cor. 4:6). This light is 
important for living right. In John 8:12 
find what it is and write it on the sun 
drawn on the blackboard. In John 12:46 
He tells how we get that light. We have 
a story today about a man who got two 
kinds of light in one day. (Tell the 
story of John 9: 1-38.) 

Most every boy or girl has some kind 
of trouble he doesn’t just know what to 


do about. Maybe he has done something . 


wrong, and gotten into that kind of trou- 
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ble. Maybe he can’t get along with 
someone in the family. Maybe he is un- 
happy among his playmates. Maybe he 
can’t do his school work satisfactorily. 
Why not have a trouble box prepared in 
which the pupils may drop a written 
note of their difficulties, using an as- 
sumed name if they prefer? This will 
give the teacher ideas on how to make 
the lessons apply to real problems. The 
following Sunday in a second box the 
pupils will find a reply to.each, giving 
such suggestions as the teacher can, and 
including always a Bible reference to 
light from the “light of the world.” Let 
the pupils work out a cover design for 
the first box suggesting darkness, and 
for the second suggesting light. See that 
paper is at hand for the notes. Tell the 
pupils that they themselves must also 
ask the Lord in prayer for the light they 
need on their particular problem each 
day, and believe that in some way He 
will show them what they should do. 

The song, “The Light of the World is 
Jesus,”may well be taught in connection 
with this lesson. The last stanza will 
lead to Revelation 21:23; 22:5.

him. The little fellow began a life of 
blindness, but it was never the blindness 
of heart. It was never given to him 
to see again with those eyes of his, but 
as time went on he became a lover of 
music. He became a teacher in a great 
school: for the blind, the organist in’ 
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great churches, and the president of the 
American Organ Players Club,—a dis- 
tinguished Christian servant of his Mas- 
ter, the Light of life. Many years ago, 
when the world was beset by spiritual 
darkness, there came One who shed 
forth a Light to lighten man’s darkness 
whether of the soul, or of the natural 
eyes, for His miracle touch could heal 
that blindness, as He .did in our lesson. 
It is a dark world today in which there 
is much sorrew and much blindness of 
spirit, but Jesus stands shining forth as 
a Light. You would find it a joyous ex- 
perience if you should take your Bible 
and look up as many passages in the 
New Testament as you can find about 
light. Here is a list of a very few of 
the passages which I will place on the 
blackboard. I shall underline one of 
these so that you will be sure to look 
that one up. What a glorious flood of 
light flows from those passages! Are 
we living in the glory of that light?

Have You Hap A VISION oF CHRIST? 


“W HAT is regeneration? Do you 
believe in it?” asked Roy, who 
was new in the group. 

“We surely do,” replied Betty. “It 
is the most important experience in 
which we human beings can ever take 
part.” 

“Regeneration is being born anew, not 
bodily, of course, but in our inner 
natures, with new hearts and new out- 
looks on life,” added Eleanor. 

When we are regenerated, we are 
taken from a world of darkness to a 
world of light, from sin to righteousness, 
from unhappingss to peace and satisfac- 
tion, from defeat to victory through 
Christ. p 

Notice the experience of the man born 
blind. Christ bade him wash, which 
corresponds with our cleansing from sin. 
The man went forth to witness about his 
new Friend, thus calling forth separation 
between himself and the comrades of his 
old life. He appreciated what Christ 
had done for him when sight was re- 
stored; he felt different and he was dif- 
ferent; and the entire course of his life 
was changed because he could now live 
a wide-awake life instead of a blind one. 
Yet it was not until he Saw Jesus as 
his Lord that he began to worship. The 
Man who had given him new vision was 
the Son of God! 

When we are regenerated we go 
through a similar experience. We are 
forgiven; we feel freer, more joyous; 
we become interested in that which 
never drew our attention before, but 
with us, too, we must see Christ as 
Lord before we can enjoy the victory 
that belongs to a regenerated soul. 
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“What did Christ mean when He said 
He was the Light of the world?” a young 
friend asked. 

Christ exchanges our blindness toward 
Himself for heavenly vision (Isa. 9:2). 
He replaces our guilt. with light hearts 
(Matt. 11:28-30), our burdens with light 
minds (2 Cor. 10:5), and our dullness 
with’a reflection of His light and love- 
liness (2 Cor. 4:6, 7).

AY, fellows, when God’s Word uses 

a common noun to teach a spiritual 
truth you sit down by that word and 
study it, in its physical sense, because 
it is intended that you do that first.

T WILL be impossible in one short 

prayer meeting to consider all the 
qualifications of a “good minister of 
Jesus Christ” (1 Tim. 4:6), or even to 
consider at length any considerable 
number ‘ef these. We can, however, 
name a few of the: most important 
qualifications. If a blackboard is avail- 
able you may find it profitable to have 
those present each name some quality 
that they believe a minister of Christ 
should have. Later, if there is time, you 
may ask them to tell why they think 
that particular quality is essential. You 
may wish to assign to individual mem- 
bers some of the qualities given here, 
for special preparation and presentation. 

ye 

In his excellent little book, “An 
Acceptable Minister of Christ” (now 
unfortunately out of print), Percy G. 
Parker points out that the word 
“minister,” as found in the New Testa- 
ment, comes from a Greek root which 
means “to run on ®trrands,” and that a 
new understanding of the New’ Testa- 
ment meaning of “minister” may be 
seen if we put this literal translation 
in familiar Scriptural passages, such as: 

“I was made a ‘runner of errands’ .. . 
by the effectual working of his power” 
(Eph. 3:7). 

“Beloved brother and faithful ‘runner 
of errands’ in the Lord” (Eph. 6:21). 

“A good ‘errand runner’ of Jesus 
€hrist” (1 Tim. 4:6). 

we 

The first and most important qualifica- 
tion of a minister of Christ is that he 
must be born again. No one can show 
others the way to Heaven until he him- 
self has seen the Kingdom of God and 
has started on his way ‘to it. You will 
remember that the Lord Jesus said to 
Nicodemus, “Except a man be born 
again, he cannot see the kingdom of 
God” (John 3:3). What a tragedy it is 
when, even with good motives of help- 
fulness and serving his fellow man, an 
individual is ordained to the ministry 
without having had, first of all, a per- 
sonal relationship with the Lord Jesus. 
It would be as reasonable to shackle 
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the hands of a swimmer and send him 
out to save a drowning man. 


A minister of Christ must be sur- : 


rendered. A minister’s message is not 


only one of salvation but also of victory : 


over the power of sin. If he knows 
nothing of such a victory in his own 
life, how can he bring others into a 
realization of it and participation in it? 
By his lips he may preach a Christ who 
is “able to save to the uttermost” 
(Heb. 7:25), but, by his life of slavery 
to a tobacco habit, or to an ungovern- 


ble temper, or to envy, love of money, . - 


suspicion, or faultfinding, he -proclaims 
a Christ who is unable to keep you 
from stumbling (Jude 24). 


se 


A minister of Christ must be sepa- 
rated. This quality is closely linked 
with that of surrender, and is the in- 


evitable result of a life surrendered to - 
Christ in every department. Whether . 


he likes it or not, a minister is a living 
example of the Christian life. All be- 


lievers are such examples and should ~ 


be deeply conscious of this, but ina 
very special sense a minister of Christ 


sets a standard for his people, and in- 


the eyes of the world. Even his home 
should be in the community an ideal 
home where Christian love, and under- 
standing and sympa‘hy and conduct are 
displayed for all to see. 

More is expected of a minister be- 
cause of his greater place of privilege 
and responsibility. When his life shows 
little or no difference from that of the 
world he becomes a false standard 
which, rightfully or not, gives others 


an excuse for similar conduct. When 


his life shows separation from worldly 
things and conformity to Christ people 


are stimulated to deeper consecration . 


and Christian living, and the world is 
challenged and condemned. 


A minister of Christ must be called 
to the ministry. Not every born again, 
surrendered, and separated believer is 
“called” to the ministry. God has 
planned different gifts for different 
Christians. Only to some does He give 
the gift of the ministry (1 Cor. 12). 
Some earnest, consecrated believers are 
not qualified to be ministers. All are 
included in the Lord’s command to “Go 
ye into all the world, and preach the 
Gospel.” But this is a general command. 
A specific call is usually indicated by 
three distinct tests: (1) inescapable con- 


straint in the Spirit to proclaim Christ, ‘ 


—a constraint that grows and deepens 


as the days go by; (2) confirmation of’ : 
the Scriptures to the correctness of’ 
your interpretation of the Holy Spirit’s:« 


impress on your heart; (3) the moving 
of circumstances so as to open the way 
for the proper. instruction and training 


that should be a part of every true 


minister’s equipment. e = % 
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A minister must be a servant of 
Christ. This links up directly with the 
definition of a minister which we have 
already seen. He is an ambassador 
speaking to men in Christ’s stead (2 
Cor. 5:20). Sometimes he speaks for his 
Master, sometimes he acts for his 
Master, but at all times he lives for Him. 

ye 

The minister must preach God’s Word. 
He is called to preach the Gospel, not 
the philosophies of men, or social re- 
form, or ethics, or morality, although 
some of these may be by-products of 
his preaching. Men need to know not 
ohly what is right but how to be 
cleansed from sin and how to obtain 
supernatural strength and power for 
righteous living. The minister’s mes- 
sage is “Thus saith the Lord,” and it 
cannot be divorced from God’s Word. 

$4 

The minister must be a praying 
Christian. In Acts 6:4 we read that the 
apostles gave themselves “continually to 
prayer, and the ministry of the word.” 
Prayer came first, then the ministry of 
the Word. Certainly if any of us are to 
speak for Christ we must first of all 
sit at the feet of Christ and learn of 
Him. If we would truly help those com-~ 
mitted to our care we must first of all 
get that help through prayer, and learn 
the mind of God so that we may deal 
with others according to His plan and 
in His power.

The Imperial Christ. By Selsus E. Tull, 
D.D. (Broadman Press, Nashville 3, 
Tenn., $1.50.) Dr. Tull has one ambi- 
tion—to make Christ imperial in the 
hearts of men. So, fittingly, his first 
sermon gives the book its title. In this 
he draws four word pictures of our Lord 
in the realms of Creation, of Sustaining 
Power, of Redemption, and‘ of Subjuga- 
tion. The second in the series, on 
“Christ, the Imperial Prophet,” lifts up 
the truth of our Lord’s return. Another 
considers faith in Christ as a factor 
which saves, sustains, and adventures 
for Him. Sin and Satan are painted 
in the blackest of terms, while repent- 
ance is defined as more than a change 
of mind— it is “a revolutionary attitude 
toward sin.” Then the story of Zac- 
chzeus is made to point out anew the 
scope of God’s mighty gift of salvation. 
The last chapters return again to the 


Perils of the End Times, the Rapture, “ 


and the Millennium with its aftermath 
of eternal judgment. 


What You Should Know About. To- 
bacco. By Frank Leighton ,Wood, M.D. 
(Zondervan Publishing House, Grand 
Rapids 2, Mich., $1.50.) “Well, why 
shouldn’t I smoke?” This question, com- 
mon to thoughtful Christian parents 
who try to discourage their children 
from the habit, is answered here by Dr. 
Wood from a medical standpoint. The 
author declares that ignorance of the 
true effects of tobacco is the underlying 
cause of the phenomenal spread of ciga- 
rette-smoking since World War I. At- 
tributing the cause or aggravation of 
many well-known diseages, including 
cancer, stomach ulcers, and diabetes, to 
the habit, he charges the press (lay.and 
medical) and radio with suppressing the 
results of medical findings with regard 
to the weed to protect their advertising 
interests. 

Written by a physician, the book is a 
medical, not a theological or moral treat- 
ise, and as such may disappoint the 
Christian reader whose attitude on the 
subject is based on 1 Corinthians 10:31. 


Escape from Singapore. By Marcus 
Cheng. (China Inland Mission, Philadel- 
phia 44, 25 cents.) Marcus Cheng, one 
of the best preachers and expositors of 
the Christian faith in China, and editor 
of the devotional magazine Evangelism, 
has been driven about by the great his- 
toric typhoon of our time as a leaf be- 
fore a tempest. This brief book is a 
record of God’s care of him in all his 
distresses of exile, persecution, and need. 

In the terrific bombing of Singapore 
he committed himself to the promise of 
Psalm 91, “There shall. no evil befall 
thee, neither shall any plague come nigh 
thy dwelling.” “Moment by moment, 
hour by hour, day by day, I repeated 
that promise to myself while the bombs 
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fellall around. Often we felt the blast 
of explosions right over our heads and 
before our faces. In the same house 
were eighty persons, and I, as pastor, 
led them in morning and evening wor- 
ship. The intensity of the attack in- 
creased until I feared lest God’s name 
would have been dishonored. That very 
morning I read in Isaiah 54, ‘Fear not; 
for thou shalt not be ashamed: neither 
be thou confounded; for thou shalt not 
be put to shame.’” ; 

Followed a wonderful story of deliv- 
erances under the sign of the words, 
“Touch not mine anointed, and do’ my 
prophets no harm” (1 Chron. 16:22). 
While detained by the Japanese he gave 
himself to intensive Bible study and the 
writing of literature for the Chinese 
Church,—a book on “Intercessory 
Prayer” and another called “The God 
of All-Comfort.” Also “A Catechism of 
the Christian Life.” For forty years he 
had prepared sermons on Saturdays for 
Sunday use. “I continued to write out 
my sermons with pen and paper, imag- 
ining that I had an audience before me 
of two thousand (for I always publish 
2,000 copies of any book I write). The 
first series of twelve sermons was on 
‘Why Go to Church?’ the second, ‘A 
Study of Twelve Promises of God.’ For 
many years I had longed for leisure to 
study and now was able to read the 
New Testament in Gréek and the Old 
Testament in Hebrew.” 

One day, while thus engaged, he asked 
himself what it all meant. He and his 
wife had planned retirement, but now 
the word came to him, “Thy youth is 
renewed like the eagle’s.” So he rededi- 
cated himself with the promise to labor 
another fifteen years. Chiang Kai-shek 
in his new book, “China’s Destiny,” had 
described China’s need of thousands of 
doctors, engineers, and schoolteachers. 
The Church in China has a similar need, 
thought Marcus Cheng, a need for thou- 
sands of evangelists, preachers, and Bible 
teachers to open up new areas and up- 
build the faith and intelligence of Chris- 
tians. As he was thus meditating, came 
a letter from Dr. Frank Houghton, Gen- 
eral Director of the China Inland Mis- 
sion, asking him to become leader of-a 
new and strong Bible Training Institute 
to be established in Chungking. Cheng, 
well-prepared by two years of intense 
study, agreed to lead it. 

Marcus Cheng has had twin daughters, 
Martha and Mary, both engaged in uni- 
versity study. On Christmas Day, 1943, 
he received the news of the death of 
Mary by typhus. “She was a. sincere 
Christian girl, and very precious to me. 
In her last letter she said, ‘The students 
in the University are giving time for 
reconsideration of the faith that was 
given them while children in their 
homes and in high schools, and I have 
done the same. As a consequence I have 
come to believe more firmly than ever 
before, in Jesus Christ and in the Word 
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., Christians, replied, 


- their’ condition. 
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of God’” “The other day,” continued 
Mr. Cheng, “a young Christian couple, 
both graduates of the University, when 
asked by me how they had become 
‘It was Mary and 
Martha who led us to Christ.’ 

“By God’s grace I was enabled to say 
as I stood by Mary’s grave, ‘The Lord 


gave, and the Lord hath taken away; 


blessed be the name of the Lord.’” 
This is not the usual valuation of 
daughters by the Chinese.
